The Abbeſſe 
wearing a moztall renenge againft the Frycr foz the loue ſhe 
bare fo Barbadoras,father Signior Ideaques Bartolos,and fo2 
the care ſh& had, leaCt if this fac were knowne, her Punrie 
ſhold grow in open contempt. ſhe began to ſalac the matter a- 
monglt the Nuns: J cannot deny ſiſters quoth ſhe, but as pour 
bow is holp,ſo the beach of birginitie in this caſe deſerues no 
lelle then hell fire, without repentance can haue no abſolnte 
pardon, lo: the ſcape of a Nun is moze then of another oꝛdina· 
ry Woman,and foz that courſe onely bpon ſuſpition, J remo⸗ 
ned flae of pour fellowes which J thought faultie, pet fleſh is 


kraile g; women are weake veſſels,cſpectally fempted by ſach a 
ſubtill Serpent as Fryer Pedro is, and therefoze the fault is 
the 
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the lefle,e the moze willingly to be ſhadowed, ſo that J charge 
vou here to conteale the matter both foz pour own i mine ho» 
nour:and if any of pou all hane ben by him perſwaded to the 
like folly, tell it to me now in ſecret,and J will be as ſilent as 
pour lelues, to ſalue and ſaue pour honeſties. The Nuns hea- 
ring this all foorte&ne fell down on their knees befoze the Ab⸗ 
beſſe and cried ont bpon frier Pedro(letcherous Fryer Þedro! 
and curſt him:the Abbeſſe ſuſpecting nothing ol the whole 1 4. 
bad them beware not only of him(foz he ſhould no moze come 
within their Doztoz) but of all others that hereafter Chould be 
their confeffo2s. Alas Madam (qd Iuliana) it is to late, ſoʒ we 
all 14. are with childe by dim, marry God fozbid (qv the Ab- 
bee) and bleſt her, what (qd ſhe) 15 at a clap with childe,e 
onclp by one Frper / Then Iſ& well the dinell is grown de- 
vout, when Friers deale their Almes ſo franckiy:but byſwet 
S. Anne(ſaid ſhe)J will be reuenged on the Fryer,and all the 
Covent ſhall pap ſweetly to ingrofſing the market, and bups 
ing ſo much fleſh foz his owne dpet. 

Do ſhe fell to moze ſtrickt examination of them, whether any 
moe frpers came with dim oz no: and they confeſt that be had 
pꝛotu ed euery one of them a loger,e dclinered their names. 
Which ſhe taking note of, deferde not reuenge verp long,leaſt 
ſuſpition might be had,but thus cunningly ſonght to acqmte 
the wꝛongs pꝛoſered both to her e her bonſe-ſbe ſent her ſtew- 
ard abzoad to buy great p2onifion of bicaals,e then her own 
ſcife went to the Abbot,and deſired that her confeſſo2 and 1 4. 
of dis friends might take part of a feaſt which che had pꝛoui⸗ 
ded:the Abbot granted. ꝛ the Fryers gaue der great thanks, : 
pꝛomiſed to come, all laughing in their ſleeues that ſhe ſhould 
giue the faire Nuns and them leave to haue one merry ſupper 
together, ſering in ſecret they had ſo many nights lodging with 
them The Abbeſſe went home ſmiling, and pꝛonided certaine 
tall fardp knaues foz the purpoſe, that were tennants and be- 
longing to the lands of the Nunry, 2 connaied them all nere 
bnto the backe plate of the Chappell,and had giuen them her 
minde ont plainly,to deale with - frters as ſhe had decreed:

Hauing thos fitted all things to the purpoſe, ſhe put bp tho

appointed theſe frolicke fryers came clad in their coules with 
imoth faces, and diſſembling hearts, haning great (het of 
pꝛapers in their eies, and hope of lethery in thetr thoughts: 
bat howſoeuer,the old bbefſe gane them a moſt courteous ⸗ 
friendly welcome, telling them that the Nuns were all ibis 
dap buſie cokes about the Feaf}, onelp her ſelle was leſt to 
give entertainement: thep gratulates her turteſies, and ſh& 
led them all into a great Parloz, where ſhe cauſed the Stews 
ard to bzing them in Wine: then the place being freng ſh&@ 
went fo2th and called the Confeſſoz to her, and then leading 
bim into the backe rome appointed faz the purpoſe, the tall 
knanes laid hold on him, and there ſtripping him into his ſhirt 
tdey foke a great th2& fozked naile, and faſtened the Fryers 
Dowcets of dimiſfozies faſt to the blocke,to the great paine : 
amaſing of the Fryer. Well,bowſover her complaincd, hi 
could not get any an were of the Abbefe,but that ſhe langht 
beartelp,and thus by one and one ſhe# dꝛew out the Fryers, 
and napled them faſt in their ſhirts to the blockes, then laying 
downe by euerp one of them a ſharp kniſe ſhe began to make 
ber Oꝛation thus: Gentle Father Pedro, and pon the reſt of 
the holy Fryers, yon know the ſmalleſt ſin cranes ſome pen- 
nance in the Lap peopte,then what doe great offences in Fry- 
ers ? b& which knowes his maiſters will and doth it not, 
mult be eaten with manp ſtripes. ſo pou that know lecherie 
was a deadly ſin, and had all by ſolemne oathes vowed cha · 
ſtitie,bane gotten all ide Nuns of mp honſe with chitd. Ther 
ſoꝛe J in charitie haue fo2 pour ſoules health appointed pou 
this pennance At that woꝛd all the canntry fellowes ſet fire 
in the thach,and the honſe began to burne:yon (& (quoth ſhe) 
either barn to death, oz els here lye kniues to fre& pour ſeluts. 
now it is at pour owne choice whethcr pou will burne oz gelo 
your 
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pour ſelnes,and hereafter endeuour to kepe chaſtitie. 

The Fryers hearing this hard reſolution,began with hum · 
ble lokes to intreat der, but in vaine ſhe made them all a low 
— — 

Che Fryers — ſiting the houſe allon fre, 
and that they began to fris in their hirts,and the houle ready 
to fal about their eares. Fryer Pedro learning ſitſt to play the 
man:toke the knife and whipt off his genttoꝛies, and awap he 
runs towards the Abbey, and ener frier fearing the fte. plaid 
the like part, and away they run bleeding as faſt as their legs 
woulo ———U— — 


a larre — that Signior os (Barbadoras Fa 
— his danghtors milhap.ran thither pw 
ſelle The Abbot being told the Nunry was on fire, made no 


little haſt lo; feare of his ppm Cr of other people 
being denoatly minded to the Nunry ran thither, and as they 
went,Signior Bartolos and the Abbot,met the fryers running 
awap in their ſhirts, which amazing thẽ, tbe Abbot ſaid what 
newes Frper Pedro? what,the Nunry a fire,and pou run as 
wap in pour ſhirts, what mcaneth this: I know not,J know 
not ſir (ſaid de) we were there late enough, the divell burns 
houſe, Abbeſſe, Nuns and all, and away trudged the Couent, 
euerp man to his lodging, and ſending iperdily toꝛ a ſkilful ſurs 
geon,the Abbot with the reſt of the townef-men, and Signior 

Brcolos came thither,e by þ time the rofe was pulled — 
and all quencht, and they found the Abbeſſe ready to entertain 
them friendly. They wondzing at this, demaunded how the 
fire came, and what the reaſon was the fryers run away in 
their (ſhirts ! The Abbefſe recounted vnto them from point to 
point, what had hapned, and how fiftene of the Nuns were 
with child vnder the ſhadow of confeſſion, bp thoſe 1 5.frpers, 
and therfoze ſhe had ſought reuenge to clere her ſeife of that 
crime, becauſe pour eies hal witnes what bitter puniſhment 
I haue appointed them ſoz pennance,come all with me, e ſo 
the led them info the back rome, where ſhe ſhewed thcm the 
knines,and what the frpers ſo2 feare had left behind them. At 
this they all fell info a great laughter, cxcept Bartolos (who 


griened foz his Daughter Barbadora) pet h& highlye 
comp , 
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commended the Abbetſe fo; her revenge, e ſh& was honou- 
red tough the citie:the Auns banifht ther religious houſe, 
the Frpcrs put out of theſe Dozto2s,and the fine poze Nuns 
that were thzuft out (without cauſe)entertained againe, and 
ever after the unt was in great fame and credit:now to a 
ſecond remedp,how to ſtop the mouth of a Uſurer,when his 
couetouſnes complaines of famine and cannot be ſatiſficd.

12 Rauenſpurge, in Germany, there dwelted a Jcw that 

was a vſurer, who lined by þpoile of his purloining faculty 
and reapt with eaſe what others had purchaſt with laboz,rich 
de was, and well monied, 4 ready to lend vpon any reaſona . 
ble aſlaranee:but as he was i wet to pleaſure af the ſirſt, ſo at 
the lat, wholocuer taſted of his fano2s,found them bes with 
Kings, and faire panthers with deuouring panehes,that al his 
curteſies were but fowlers gins to bzing a bird to the (mare, 
e then to pzay bpon them like Crocodiles aline, fo; this mi- 
ferable Jew was plpant to the ſuite of any man, that bꝛought 
him either ſufficift ſurefy oz pawne: bot if he b:oke one minut 
of his appointed houre, be tok the fozfeits with all extremitie: 
gathering thus infinite treaſures into his dands, de grew bp 
this extozting qualitie to be one ofthe richeſt men in Rauen. 
purge, yet though his wealth was great,e he in debt to none, 
dis belly ſued an action of treſpaſſe (damage fine hundzeth 
pounds) againſt him, as being indebfed to it, in ſo much foz hũ · 
gry meales,and hard che&re.that he had paſt oner in his life 
time,foz be was not only ſpare in his diet, but miſerable, grã 
ting himſelfe oftentimes, no other then water to quench his 
thirſt, and f@ding vpon nothing but the moſt refuſe mcate in 
the ſhambles to fatiſfie his hunger. This Jew called loachim 
Gorion, thus flouriſhed and toke his onelp felicitie in ſeding 
bis eyes with the ſight of infinite treaſure not reſpecing the 
tuine of many pw;e men, ſo he by their miſeries might = 
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himſelfe. he grew in oyen contempk,and hatred 
of all tde people, but as the Fox the moze he iscucſt, the bettet 
dee fareth, ſo loachim the moze the paze exclaimed again® 
him, the moze his pzofits and renenewes came in. 

At alk it foztuned that a Farmer bozdecing n&re bnto Ra- 
venſpurge, being called Haus Van Limericke, having aſum of 
money to pay, 02 elſe tolooſe certain commodities fine times 
wozth the value. not knowing how to furniſh himſelfs with ſo 
much cop ne, and finding friends flacke in time of neceſitie, ak 
length called to minde this wzetched UWſurer Goriao , and 
though he knew him to be a man ofno conſcience, yet aſſuring 
himſelfe how he was able to pay his money that he bozrowed 
againe at the day, was the better encouraged to deale with 
dim, & that coneting rather to bzoks an inconnenience, 
then ſuffer a miſchiefe. Ve went to the houſe of loachim, and 
bzoke the matter vnto him:the Jew neuer denied but friendly 
pꝛomiſed him to lfd him ſo mach.(ls he might dave ſuficift af 
ſarance foz his mony. Hans hearing this was glad, and ſaid he 
ment to lag him his farme,and all his Lands in mozgage, with 
a letter of defciſance recogniſed,that al the land Qhonld be his, 
ff either heb2cke the day oz houre. The couetaus Jene was 
tontent, ſo that taking a d&de of guift with a pzoutſo of him, 
be tendered downe the mony, and fo fitted and ſupplyed ths 
Farmers pꝛeſent want, who went home merily, « diſpatched 
ſach Credito:s as he was vpon that day to diſcharge. The 
Jew knowing the Farme to be a pzetty plot, well ſcituated 
and the times wozth the money, wicht Limericke dead, that 
de might ſrely enter poſſeſſion of his g@ds and landes, but it 
fell out contrary to his defire and expectation, ſoz the Farn er 
careſull of bis dap, hetauſe de knew the hard conſcience cf the 
Aſurer, ſtraind dim ſelſe and his fricndes, e pꝛouided (he mo⸗ 
ney , and at tbe time appointed came and bzought it to Gori- 
ons honſct now the ment was to be paidebetwenetws any 
tha in tte after none, which Hans knowing, was there balfe 
an houre after two fo deliver his money: the Aſurer hearing 
that he was come, was greatly gra ned de had kept _ 
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ſd well, and therefoze thought to over-reach him with flat pos 
litirke cou ſenage, which he perfozmed thus. 

The Uſurer had a clocke in his houſe, which went with ſuch 
vices and giminals, that by letting downe, a pullie, he could 
make it frike what aclocke himſelfe would: ſo that ſending 
do one wozd.to him that he would come by and by, hee went 
dimſelfe and ſtraind the pullp, and the clocke pzeſently track 
thze;wherevppan the Jewe came downe, and demaunded of 
Limericke, what hee would haue ? Parrie ſir (quoth he) J 
haue bꝛought you home the mony J bozrowed of ven, with p 
appoynted loane,and a thouſand thanks, beſides: pꝛomiſing 
foz this lauour ever to reſt pours whillt J line. Py money 
Hans (qd. he) why doſt not know þ effects of the recogniſance: 
I p2ay the at what haures was the money to be papde? bes 
twene twoo and hz ( quoth Limericke) why ſo then it is 
now paſt thai. and therefoze Jle none of the money,but ſtand 
to the fozfeitofthe bands that are leſt fo me by mo2gage : at 
this the poze farmer was ſome thing amazed, yet thinking 
tha Jew had but ieſted, he (mild, and began to turne the mos 
ney on the bezd, to tender it:bat Toachim tolde him flat that 
he was in earnef, and would none of the money : why Dir, 
(quoth Hans) though your clocke bath ſtrucken thz&, by o- 
ther clockas it is little paſt two, and there toe J hope you will 
not ſo vniuſtly tand vppon the adaantage:the Uſurer anſwe- 
red him that his clocke went right and be would take none, v⸗ 
pon which they fell at great debate, till at laſt other clocks in 
the towne ſtrucke thz@ alſo, which when the Jewe heard hes 
was glad, and bad him if he could count what it was a clocke, 
to be bziefc he would not receine a penny, but ſtode to the ex⸗ 
treamity of the mo2gage- 

The poze Farmer grienouſly perplexed, intreated him 
with teares,obtecting that if it were ſoa minutes bꝛeach was 
not much : but in vaine all his perſwaſions were boteleſſe 
bzeathed into the ayre, fozthe Jew that had his hart as flinty 
as Adament,felt no remozſe,but went into bis cloſſet,and left 
poze Limcricke, with his complaints, whe ſozrowſully = 
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home fo his wife,bew2aide the matter vnto her, who perta⸗ 
king her husbands griefe with equall diſcontent, perſwaded 
dim to patience,and told him he had no better remedy then to 
make his complaint ts the Signozie and rulers of the Cittis, 
which he did and cald the Jew at a Law day bofoze the indge, 
and there renealed his cafe at large, foz might onercomming 
right, and money peruer ting the truth, de went home with a 
flea in his eare,vtterty vndone and beggered, and the vſurer 
merily tryumphing in the verdite of his renennes. 

This paſton a yeare oz too, till at laſt peoze Hans grew fo 
that extreame want, that hec had neither money, credit, noz 
houſe fo put his head in, which ſo vexen hum, that at length 
be grew weary of his life, fo; being falne from a man of ſomes 
account to great contempt by his ponerty , bee wared into a 
kind ot deſpairing lanacy, and had oſtentimes in his melan- 
cholly humoz flaine himſelſe, had not bis wife pzeuented him 
by her carefull . . 

While thus Limericke lined in beggars eſtate with his wife 
and the ſmall Childzen,this Jew (this loachim) this waet- 
ched Uſarer , as hefryumphed in his wealth, wag one day 
ſuddenly ffricken with ſicknes that he went te his ded, and 
there lay till hee grew queſie at the heart, and then he ſent fog 
philitions whome he greaſed with golde, and bad them ſpars 
fo2 no coſt, ſa he might recover his fozmer health:they 

otions, Electuaries,Gliſters, Purgations,and | 
vaine.Concra vim mortis, noneft medicamen in hortis, 

They could iind ont no imple Pearbe, Stone nos Pine⸗ 
rall, Dꝛugge noz compound ſo comfoztable , that any waye 
might mittigate bis diſeaſe, ſo that growing paft helpe 
of man, the Phiſitians lefthim, and cerfaine devout men of 
the towne came to perſwade him to God, ſæing hee was no 
man of this wozu. wiſhing him to enter with dope inſight 
into his owne minde, and to ſearch his conſcience foz many 
wꝛongs and extozting iniuries de had offered topooge men 
ſetting befoze bis eyes the paynes of Pell due to ſinners, 
as condigne punichment _ bearing all, —_ 
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time with patience anſwered not a wo2d,but only deſtred the 
fo depart, and to trouble him no maze foz a while: which ther 
did, and he turning himſelfe,lay two oz tha houres in a trkce 
conſidering and repeating in his mind, the inflaite w2ongs x 
palpable iniuries he had offered pe, the widdow 4 father- 
leſe, which ſtrik ing a remozſe into his conſcience, ſ@ing hes 
mult die, and meaſaring his fins with the inſtice sf God, and 
dauing no grace tothinke vpon his mercy, he ſtartes vp, and 
with his eyes ſtaring, cryed bnto his man and ſaide, oh the 
Plague, the plague. the plague is here my Ben, the plague: his 
man thinking he had rau de foz want ol l&p,deficed him to be 
patient, and to leaus off thoſe franticke exclamations. Oh thou 
ol my tribe (qd. he) I am in m right mind, the plague is hers 

euen in day — in my in ward ſoule, I am wozſe then 
Cain 93 Iudas: Jhaue murdered moze then thep two by extoʒ⸗ 
tion, and therefoze I cannot be ſaued:theplague in m conſti⸗

Richard after hee had diſpatched ſome part of his buſineſſe, 
would to dinner oꝛ dzinking, and after his Paideandhe had
